PARCEL OF DIAMONDS 
LOST IN BANK | 


IS BANKER A GRATUITOUS BAILEE— 
AN ACADEMIC QUESTION? 


NO BINDING CONTRACT 


CHIEF JUSTICE CITES SEVERAL 
PARALLEL CASES 


A parcel of diamonds valued at £5,082 158, 4d. which was alleged 
to have been lost at the Banque de ]'Indo-Chine, and which formed 
the subject of a case before His Lordship, the Chief Justice, Sir 
Henry Gollan, was brought to‘a conclusion this morning when judg- 

‘ment was. delivered. 

Plaintiffs in the action were Louis Kornitzer, Henri N. Gutwirth 
and Isanc H. Goldberg, diamond merchantn of 49, Rue Coquilhart, 
Antwerp, Belgium. 

Defendants were the local branch of the Banas de Findo-Chine. 


REGISTERED POST 


Plaintiffs’ claim was that on or 
about July 16, 1922, defendants as 
bankers to the plaintiffs received 
by registered post a parcel con- 
taining diamonds to the value given 
above to be kept and ‘taken care of 
by the defendants, for reward, or 

alternatively, without reward. 

_.. The diamonds were lost whilst in 
the custody of the Bank, who had 
given a receipt to the Post Office for 
the parcel. 

Mr, Eldon Potter, K.C., and Mr. 
H. G. Sheldon, instructed by Mesars, 
Johnson, Stokes and Master, appear- 
ed for the defendanta. Mr. F. C. 
Jenkin, -inatructed by Messrs,, Dea- 
cons was for the plaintiffs, 

The Judgment 

Giving judgment this morning, 
his Lordship aaid: 

‘The plaintiffs are diamond mer- 
chants carrying on business at No. 
49, Rue Coquilhat, in the City of 
Antwerp, and tho defendants are a 
banking company. incorporated in 
France and haying their head office 
in Paris. They. also have a branch 
In Hong Kong, which is. hereafter 
referred to as the local branch, 

By their statement of claim the 
plaintiffs allege that the defend- 
ants, on or about July 15, 1922, re- 
ceived at thelr local branch, as 
bailees for reward, or, alternatively, 
as gratuitous balleea, & parcel con- 
taining diamonds belonging to the 
plaintiffs, -of the value of £5,082 
lbs, 4d., to be safely kept and taken 
care of by the defendants for and 
on behalf of the plaintiffs, 

There were in the statement of 
claim also claims for conversion 
and for the wrongful detention of | 
the above-mentioned parcel of dia- 
monds, but these claims were not 
proceeded with at the hearing be- 
fore me. 

Defendants Admit Loss 

The receipt, alleged value, and 
loss of the dinmonda, were admitted 
by the defendants, .and the only 
question’ at fague between the par- 
ties was, as to whether the de- 
féndants had fulfilled the reapon- 
sibility cast upon them by the law 
dn. the particular circumstances of 
the case, and whether they have 
made out thelr defence, which was

that’ they took reasonable care of 
the parcel of diamonds which was 
' lost, stolen or wrongfully removed 
- from them-by some: person or per- 


display in respect of their own pro- 
Perty of value and to make usa of 
all facilities at his command for 
safe keeping, and this, irrespective 
of whether he is a gratuitous bailee 
or a-bailee for reward. It is’ due 
to considerations of this kind that 
Is has been remarked “bankers 
being generally provided with auch 
appliances and safe-guard, the 
question as to whether the banker 
Is a gratuitous bailee or a bailee rer 
reward becomes practically .

“If a man gratuitously under- 
takes to do a thing to the best 
of his skill where his situation or 
profession is such os to imply 
skill, an omission of that skill 
is imputable to him as gross ne- 
gligence,” 

But as it might possibly become

No Settled Address 


The plaintiff, Louis Kornitzer, 
stated that by an arrangement be- 
tween himaelf and the other plain- 
tiffs, he was to act as a salesman of 
precious stones in, China and the 
East, and that for the purpose of 
Facilitating his business he opened 
an account in August, 1921, with 
the defendants. He says that he 
informed M. de Broc, the cashier of 
the local branch, at the time of

BRITISH FIRM'S CONTRACT | 


FAMOUS JAPANESE LOOM 
Platt Brothers & Company, Old- 


-[ham, England, have secured Con- 


tinental and British rights for the 
manufacture and distribution of 
Toyoda automatic power looms, It 
has been disclosed. Mr. Shosaku 
Suzuki, expert engineer of the Toyo- 
da Automatic Loom Company of 
Nagoya, owners of the patent rights 
for the textile machinery in all tho 
important industrial countries of 
the world, will hasten to 
Britain via the Siberian Rail- 
way. | Upon arrival. Mr. Suzuki 
Is expected to be attached to 
the Oldham plant of’ the Platt or- 
ganisation there to conduct tutor- 
ship of British mechanicians and 
machine operatives in the manufac- 
ture of the Toyoda unit. Mr. Su- 
zuki will stay In Britain for about 
six months. 

The negotiations for this ‘sale of 
European and United Kingdom 
rights for Toyoda loom manufac- 
ture have been going on for some 
time, It was around Christmas last 
year when the finishing touches 
were given to the negotiations at 
the final vonferences in London be- 
tween the Platt representative on 
one hand and the London chief of 
the Mitsui Company branch and 
Mr. Kiichiro Toyoda, director of 
the Toyoda Weaving Company on 
the other, who had travelled to 
Britain expressly for that purpose.

LARGE SUMS SHIPPED BY - 
NATIONAL CITY BANK 


“QUITE REGULAR” 

The following from an Osaka 
paper of’ January 22 is of interest. 

In addition to Y.2,000,000 in gold 
which the Tokyo branch of the 
National City Bank of New York 
shipped home on January 21 by the 
President Jackson from Yokohama, 
the bank converted Y.8,000,000 in 
Osaka and Y.6,000,000, by demand 
from Kobe, at the Osaka branch of 
the Bank of Japan, on January 20, 

Whether the whole amount thus 
converted into gold Is to be shipped 
home remains to be seen, but the 
major portion of the gold is sald to 
have been packed, ready for ship- 
ment by the Empress of Canada 
from January 21, The bank is ap- 
parently not decided as to the de- 
finite amount of apecie to be ship- 
ped, 

The Bank, however, intends ocea- 
sionally to convert the notes in its 
vaults hereafter, it is generally be- 
lieved. 


The bank's skipinant of gold 
homeward 3 {Incidentally netting 
the difference of %4 between the 
acceptance and remittance rates. 
Financial circles ‘point out that 
whether or not the shipment was 
made for this purpose, such a 
proceeding is quite regular. 

In addition, the Handelsbank 80 
far has converted’ some Y,800,000 
notes into gold at the Osaka brarich 
of the Bank of Japan. 

Y.13,609,000 Deposits Drawn Out - 

According to the ‘report made by 
the Osaka branch of the Bank of

The National ‘City. Bank’s draw- 
ing of its deposit to convert it into 
gold was due partly to the decline 
of the deposit account of the Osaka 
branch of the Bank of'Japan.

A message from Kobe dated Jan- 
uary 21 saya: To balance the out- 
lay for imports which at this time 
of the year are exceeding exports, 
large sums of gold bullion were 
shipped to San Francisco.and New:

Mr. G. P. Daswani, President ‘of 
the Club, in introducing the lec- 


. turer, said:— 


Ladies and Géntlemen: I thank 
you very much for your, presence 
here to-night. It is my great 
pleasure and privilege to introduce 
to you that venerable lender of 
education, Professor D. K, Karve. 
I do not think you will need any 
further words from me about him, 
other than what you have already 
read in the local newspapers. 

In short, T should like.to say what 
he hag done towards the noble cause 


‘of feminine India, and especially 


that of the oppressed widows of that 


country. It is due to the great 
efforts of Professor Karve and a 
fow others like him that India is 
being relieved from social-evils, and 
also the lack of education, not only 
amongst women—upon which sub- 
ject he will speak to-night,—but 
amongst the boys of the country as 
well. 

T will not take up any more of 
your time, but will now call upon 
Professor Karve to entertain you 
(Applause). 

Professor Karve, in his lec- 
ture said that the question of 
education of women was a very 
vital one indeed -for India and 
he thought that this was not being

ed. Some 70 years ago an establish- 
ment was, founded, but only for the 
elementary stage and for another 20 
years education remained neglected. 

The first college came into exist- 
ence in Bengal. Later, the Govern- 
ment_ gave Poona e high school 
for girls, with, help from 
missionaries which, ‘ however, was 
not taken advantage of. 

Later, “‘the' mother tongue of the 
students became the: medium ‘for 
instructién” and, the Professor 
emphasised, that is essential in the 
education of women in India to the 
present day. 

Parents’ Views 

Of course, the lecturer sald, 
the English language fs very much 
harder than any of the many Indian 
languages and this made it’ dificult. 
For men it waa a great obstacle; 
but to make a career worthy of

Kwangtung’s Share :

The President, 
meeting, said:— 

Last year it was our good fortune 
to be able to make one of the 
largest distributions in the history 
of the fund. To-day we have to 
announce total allocations amount- 
ing to £46,500 for 1929. For the 
current year the fund haa made 
grants to hospitals, maternity 
homes, and sfmilar institutions of 
some £7,000; while it has also 
assisted orphanages of the Royal 
and Merchant Navies, institutions 
for aged and. infirm seamen, and 
various other organisations which 
exist to help the dependants of 
officers and men of ‘the Royal and 
Merchant Navies, Practically all 
the funds and institutions concern- 
ed have been visited and reported 
upon during the year by the 
honorary visitors to the fund, and 


in opening. the 


the case of each charity which has |: 


applied for help has been dealt.with 
after very careful examination of 
the accounts and reports submitted 
to the fund, 

The Fund has, this year, taken 
on a new branch of work, which 
promises to be of no small utility. 
By general invitation last year of 
those concerned,. it undertook to 
act as a central bureau of informa- 
tion for naval officers’ charities. 
This was done with a view to pro- 
moting greater co-operation in 
their work between the several 
associations, and, at the same time, 
assisting with advice and informa- 
tion the individual applicants for 
relief. The scheme, drawn up by 
mutual arrangement between the 
Lords of the Admiralty and the co- 
operating charities, came into being 
a few months ago. It has, so far, 
proved satisfactory, and promises 
to be of value as it develops. 


{ desire once again to command 
the work done by the Fund for 
both naval and merchant service 
charities to the generosity of the 
British public for their continued 
and- increased support. We ask 
that there shall be no falling off in 
the amounts ‘we are able to distri- 
Though in some respects 
there has been a gradual improve. 
ment since the end of the War, 
there gtill remains much distress 
among seafarers and their depen- 
dants. We must bear in mind that 
the marine benevolent institutions, 
which it ia -our object to assist, 
have to raise and maintain an in- 
come of our £1,000,000: 1 feel 
sure that‘every one will agree that 
our record in the past has been 
satisfactory, but we must not in 
any way relax our efforts, so that, 
when those’ Institutions, which do 
auch valuable work, turn to this 
Fund for assistance, we may: be 
able to meet them with a prompt 
and adequate response.

Plaintiff claimed $400 for repairs, 
$50.72 being wages to the driver, 
$26.86 for gnrage rent, and $368 
for business loss during one month’ 
and eight days at $8 per day, 

Defendants entered a counter- 
claim for $819.75 in respect of aal- 
vage work and repairs done to the 
motor bus. ¢ 

Plaintiffs Case . ‘ 

Outlining his case, Mr. Randall 
said that plaintiff's vehicle took a 
fare down to Wongnelchong on the 
night of November 21 and on ita 
return journey to West Point—it 
was then past midnight—plaintift’s 
vehicle intended to turn into Gap 
Road.. Just.as.it was doing. so, de- 
fendants’ bus came into view on the 
private road which-led to the Garage 
of the Hong Kong Hotel.: Seeing 
that a collision was Inevitable, plain- 
tiff’s driver applied both brakes to 
his car, and the bus came into con- 
tact with it. The front part of the 
car was badly damaged, and tho 
chauffeur’s ‘assistant was cut in the 
forehead by eplinters of glass from 
the wind shield, 

Defendants’. version of the story 
was that just as the bus was turning 
into. the garage, the public car hit 
it on the left front wheel.’
